Farm and Ranch Safety Week 
starts today in Texas and runs 
through July 31. Since farm ac­ 
cidents in 1973 increased 16.9 per­ 
cent over the previous year, it seems 
important to make people more 
conscious of the need for safer 
working and recreational conditions 
in the country. 
We include recreation in this 
because the top cause of rural 
deaths involves firearms, followed 
by drownings. Tractors are listed as 
third, followed by fires and burns 
and then falls. 


People are strange. When we get a 
raise it is to meet the high cost of 
living and we are not concerned 
about where the money is to come 
from nor do we concern ourselves 
that this will cause another round of 
price increases. But let our neighbor 
or more especially someone off 
someplace else that we do not know, 
get a wage increase that causes 
something we need go up then we 
are quite upset. 
We see the price of food go up and 
all we can think about is that 
somebody is getting rich off of us. At 
least around here we are close 
enough to the farm scene to know 
that it is not the farmer that is 
getting the extra money, but the 
people in the cities do not have this 
understanding. 
A lot of investigation has gone into 
the question of why retail food prices 
haven’t dropped in proportion when 
the price of raw products from the 
farm has dropped. 
Nobody wants to take the blame, 
which is natural. 
But the investigation shows that 
the farmer’s share of the food dollar 
has ranged from 37 to 41 cents. 
Those who transport, process, 
distribute and market the groceries 
got the other 59 to 63 cents. 
The public needs a better un­ 
derstanding of what it costs to put 
food on a store shelf and to put it on 
the table. 
Consumers who are 
looking for cheaper food have to 
realize that many of the costs in­ 
volved are geared to union labor 
contracts and federal wage iaws. 
The recent increase in the minimum 
wage was just one more factor that 
took its toll in the price you pay for 
food. 
Taxes are paid by everybody, and 
federal 
laws 
regulating 
em­ 
ployment 
practices, 
safety 
procedures and environmental 
precautions have boosted costs. 
In addition, costs of non-farm 
ingredients, equipment, fuel, sup­ 
plies, packaging materials and other 
expenses are up and rising. 
Practically all of the farmer’s 
share of the consumer food dollar 
finds its way into channels of trade 
to 
buy 
tractors,. trucks 
and 
automobiles, fuel, feed, seed, fer­ 
tilizer and supplies, food, clothing, 
housing, furniture and appliances, 
recreation and other commodities, 
nearly all from city businesses. 
People who are willing to pay $3 to 
see a two bit movie and shell out 
more for a new car than they used to 
pay for a house and lot, still think of 
the time when eggs were 30 cents a 
dozen and steak was 49 cents 
The government farm program, 
which had stored surpluses to help 
hold down farm prices, and the 
subsidy program to farmers, was 
actually a subsidy to non-farm 
people. While you were fussing 
about the farmer getting a subsidy, 
you were getting yours everytime 
you went to the grocery store but 
just did not realize it. 
In these inflated 1970’s, everybody 
is rich with poor dollars, or so they 
say. 
About the only thing that goes up 
and down is farm commodities. 
Everything else seems to keep on a 
constant upward rise.

credit, tell him he can’t 
charge any more intil he 
pays up his back bill.”

Federal Land 
Bank Interest 
Rate Goes Up 


Joe Harper, manager of the 
Federal 
Land 
Bank 
Association of Haskell, an­ 
nounced today that the 
Federal Land Bank’s billing 
rate on farm and ranch 
variable interest rate loans 
would be increased from 7% 
percent to 8 Mi percent ef­ 
fective August I, 1974. The 
billing rate on rural residence 
loans will be increased from 
8V4 percent to 9 percent on the 
same date. 
The variable interest rate 
loan plan was introduced by 
the Houston Bank in July, 
1969 with a billing rate on 
loans outstanding to “float” 
with the variations in the 
money market. 
In 
making 
this 
an­ 
nouncement, Harper stated, 
“The Bank’s decision to 
make 
this change was 
necessary because of the 
increased cost of bonds sold 
which had increased with 
every 
issue 
since 
the 
beginning of the year, with 
the most recent issue selling 
at an all time record high of 
9.21 percent average ef­ 
fective rate. 
The Bank had delayed 
action in raising the billing 
rate in order to assess the 
duration of present high 
interest levels, and there is 
nothing 
in 
the 
present 
monetary situation to in­ 
dicate any improvement in 
the immediate future.” 
The Federal Land Bank of 
Houston makes long-term 
real estate loans on farm and

residences throughout Texas 
and now has more than 913 
million dollars in volume of 
loans outstanding.

Animal Health Commis­ 
sion officials recommended 
continued vaccination ol cat­ 
tle in Falls, McLennan, Leon, 
Freestone, Robertson, Bell, 
Milam, and Limestone coun­ 
ties. They were optimistic 
about control of the outbreak. 
O klahom a first placed an 
em bargo on Texas cattle, 
then limited it to movement 
from the eight counties. 
About 300,000 cattle were 
scheduled for vaccination in 
the Central Texas area, and 
only 250,000 doses of the vac­ 
cine were initially available. 
An estimated 110,000 head 
of anim als were in the 
quarantined zone. Forty-one 
roadblocks were established 
to prohibit movement. 
Texas National Guard, the

disease.

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NEWS AND VIEWS. . . 
And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


Farm and Ranch Safety Week 
starts today in Texas and runs 
through July 31. Since farm ac­ 
cidents in 1973 increased 16.9 per­ 
cent over the previous year, it seems 
important to make people more 
conscious of the need for safer 
working and recreational conditions 
in the country. 
We include recreation in this 
because the top cause of rural 
deaths involves firearms, followed 
by drownings. Tractors are listed as 
third, followed by fires and burns 
and then falls. 


People are strange. When we get a 
raise it is to meet the high cost of 
living and we are not concerned 
about where the money is to come 
from nor do we concern ourselves 
that this will cause another round of 
price increases. But let our neighbor 
or more especially someone off 
someplace else that we do not know, 
get a wage increase that causes 
something we need go up then we 
are quite upset. 
We see the price of food go up and 
all we can think about is that 
somebody is getting rich off of us. At 
least around here we are close 
enough to the farm scene to know 
that it is not the farmer that is 
getting the extra money, but the 
people in the cities do not have this 
understanding. 
A lot of investigation has gone into 
the question of why retail food prices 
haven’t dropped in proportion when 
the price of raw products from the 
farm has dropped. 
Nobody wants to take the blame, 
which is natural. 
But the investigation shows that 
the farmer’s share of the food dollar 
has ranged from 37 to 41 cents. 
Those who transport, process, 
distribute and market the groceries 
got the other 59 to 63 cents. 
The public needs a better un­ 
derstanding of what it costs to put 
food on a store shelf and to put it on 
the table. 
Consumers who are 
looking for cheaper food have to 
realize that many of the costs in­ 
volved are geared to union labor 
contracts and federal wage laws. 
The recent increase in the minimum 
wage was just one more factor that 
took its toll in the price you pay for 
food. 
Taxes are paid by everybody, and 
federal 
laws 
regulating 
em­ 
ployment 
practices, 
safety 
procedures and environmental 
precautions have boosted costs. 
In addition, costs of non-farm 
ingredients, equipment, fuel, sup­ 
plies, packaging materials and other 
expenses are up and rising. 
Practically all of the farmer’s 
share of the consumer food dollar 
finds its way into channels of trade 
to 
buy 
tractors,. trucks 
and 
automobiles, fuel, feed, seed, fer­ 
tilizer and supplies, food, clothing, 
housing, furniture and appliances, 
recreation and other commodities, 
nearly all from city businesses. 
People who are willing to pay $3 to 
see a two bit movie and shell out 
more for a new car than they used to 
pay for a house and lot, still think of 
the time when eggs were 30 cents a 
dozen and steak was 49 cents 
The government farm program, 
which had stored surpluses to help 
hold down farm prices, and the 
subsidy program to farmers, was 
actually a subsidy to non-farm 
people. While you were fussing 
about the farmer getting a subsidy, 
you were getting yours everytime 
you went to the grocery store but 
just did not realize it. 
In these inflated 1970’s, everybody 
is rich with poor dollars, or so they 
say. 
About the only thing that goes up 
and down is farm commodities. 
Everything else seems to keep on a 
constant upward rise.

TWENTY YEARS AGO 
(July 23, 1954) 
Water consumption in Hamlin hit 
an all-time high Monday as 1,000,800 
gallons of the fluid were put through 
registering meters at the city pump 
station in the south part of town, 
according to Bill Rountree, city 
water superintendent. 
Previous high mark in water 
consumption was 850,000 gallons on 
July 21, 1949. 
Use by Hamlin residents for the 
first part of the summer was 
unusually low, considering the 


growth in population, city officials 
had thought. But in recent days, 
since very hot weather set in, the 
consumption had gradually climbed, 
staying above 800,000 gallons per 
day for some time. 
Pumps at the station were kept 
busy from early Monday morning 
until about 4:00 a.m. Wednesday in 
order to keep up with use, Rountree 
said. Facilities of the old filtration 
unit were taxed to care for the peak 
load, but because of clear condition 
of the water coming from Paint 
Creek Lake, the plant handled it 
alright. 
A new filtration plant is under 
construction at this time that will 
handle up to 2,000,000 per day of 
airly clear lake water. 
After the 1,000,800 gallon peak, 
Tuesday’s consumption dropped to 
864,000 and Wednesday’s total to 
876,900 gallons. 
The above figures do not include 
the water used by the Celotex 
Corporation, which takes raw water 
from the Stamford main. Celotex 
used 92,000 gallons Monday. 
Installation of a new traffic light 
at the corner of South Central 
Avenue and Third Street was

AUSTIN, Tex. — Oklahoma 
temporarily stopped move­ 
ment of Texas cattle into the 
neighboring state due to an 
outbreak of dread anthrax in 
Falls County. 
About 200 animal carcas­ 
ses have been burned in the 
county since the anth rax 
q u aran tin e was imposed 
June 28. The quarantine cov­ 
ers only that portion of the 
county east of the Brazos 
River. 
A USDA spokesman said 
"suspected” cases were disco­ 
vered in surrounding Texas 
counties and in an Oklahoma 
City stockyard. 
Animal* Health Commis­ 
sion officials recommended 
continued vaccination of cat­ 
tle in Falls, McLennan, Leon, 
Freestone, Robertson, Bell, 
Milam, and Limestone coun­ 
ties. They were optimistic 
about control of the outbreak. 
O klahom a first placed an 
em bargo on Texas cattle, 
then limited it to movement 
from the eight counties. 
About 300,000 cattle were 
scheduled for vaccination in 
the Central Texas area, and 
only 250,000 doses of the vac­ 
cine were initially available. 
An estimated 110,000 head 
of anim als were in the 
quarantined zone. Forty-one 
roadblocks were established 
to prohibit movement. 
Texas National Guard, the 
Department of Public Safety 
and the State Department of 
Agriculture assisted in ef­ 


forts to control spread of the 
disease.
